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1 . The preliminary amendment filed Dec. 6, 2005 has been entered. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in paragraph 
21, line 9 " DE 19501974 C2 " should apparently be - - - DE 1961074 C2 - - -. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The drawings are objected to because in Figs. 1a-1c the German legending 
should be replaced with English language equivalents. The legends should also be in 
larger font to ease readability. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. 
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5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the apparatus for 
determining seat comfort of claims 16-20 must be shown, in particular: the pressure 
sensing system, the deformation sensory system and the evaluation unit of claim 16; 
the first and second measuring mats of claim 1 7; the calculating device of claim 1 8; the 
output and display unit of claim 1 9 and the means for acting upon a seat surface of 
claim 20 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

9. Claims 11,16 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dumont et al US 5,930,152. Dumont etal especially in its abstract, Figs. 7-12 and 
col. 4, lines 24-64 discloses a monitoring system that determines what inherently be a 
measure of comfort by monitoring pressure and deformation as claimed. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show seating and/or tactile pressure 
monitors. 
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11. Noh et al US 2007/0085826 and Bober et al US 2005/0055145, not prior art, 
disclose seat monitoring apparatus but do not claim or make obvious determining seat 
comfort with a set of steps in combination and interacting as in claim 1 1 or set of 
elements in combination and interacting as in claim 16. 

12. Claims 12-15 and 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
